INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
TUESDAY, MARCH 7, 2006 — 0800 MST
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was heavy nationally with 426 new fires reported. Twelve new large fires were
reported in the Southern Area. Fourteen large fires were contained in the Southern Area. Very
high to extreme fire indices were reported in Arizona, Colorado, Kentucky, Florida, Texas,
Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska, South Dakota and Wyoming.

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS/LARGE FIRES:

QUARRY, George Washington & Jefferson National Forests. A Type 1 Incident Management
Team (Quesinberry) is assigned. This fire is five miles northwest of Montvale, VA in dormant
brush and hardwood slash. Residences and utility infrastructure remain threatened. The fire
received some rain and snow yesterday. Reduction in acres is due to more accurate mapping.

OKLAHOMA FIRE RESPONSE, Oklahoma State. An Oklahoma State Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Goeller) is assigned in Shawnee, OK. The Team is assisting local, state,
and federal jurisdictions with managing existing fires and initial attack in Oklahoma. Acres,
structure losses and costs have been adjusted to represent cumulative ABC Miscellaneous fire
activity statewide since January 1.

WEST TEXAS IA, Texas Forest Service. A Texas State Type 2 Incident Management Team
(Hannemann) is in place in Granbury, TX. The Team is assisting local jurisdictions with managing
existing fires and initial attack within the 220,000 square mile West Zone fire management
response area. Large fires within the management area include the Ransom and Arkansas Road.
Acres, structure losses and costs have been adjusted to represent cumulative fire activity for the
response area.

DARNEL CREEK, North Carolina State Division of Forestry. This fire is ten miles northeast of
Wilkesboro, NC in timber. Steep rugged terrain is hampering containment efforts. Structures are
threatened. Crowning and spotting were reported.

KY RIVER DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. This fire is on private land eight
miles northwest of Dice, KY in hardwood litter. The fire received some light rain yesterday.
Smoldering fire behavior was reported.

EASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. This fire is on private land near
Betsy Layne, KY in grass and understory. The fire received some precipitation which reduced fire
activity.

SOUTHEASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. This fire is near
Pineville, KY in hardwood litter. Fire activity diminished due to precipitation.

HUNT MILL HOLLOW, Oklahoma Division of Forestry. This fire started on private land nine miles
southeast of Stilwell, OK in hardwood litter. Backing fire was reported in the interior.



US176 #2, North Carolina State Division of Forestry. This fire is six miles northwest of Tryon, NC
in timber. Structures remain threatened. Steep terrain, limited access and heavy blow down are
hampering containment efforts. Creeping and smoldering fire behavior was reported.

IVANHOE COMPLEX, Texas Forest Service. This fire is 13 miles north of Bonham, TX in
hardwood litter. Active fire behavior with some torching and short range spotting were reported.
The fire is being managed under West Texas IA.

REIMER RANCH, Texas Forest Service. This fire is 42 miles northeast of Amarillo, TX in grass.
No further information was received. The fire is being managed under West Texas IA.

EMPIRE, Oklahoma Division of Forestry. This fire is five miles north of Empire, OK in grass. No
new information was reported.

CLAYTON TRAIL, Oklahoma Division of Forestry. This fire is 11 miles southeast of Stilwell, OK in
logging slash. No new information was reported.
